The quality of milk depends rtrj 
largely on tha conditio* of tha cow 
and on tho character ot bar food. If 
the is atarvlng. aha caaaot give rich 
and wholesome milk. 8 he cannot 
Keep In good condition 00 poor feed, or 
sn feed in which the flash and fat pro¬ 
ducing elements are out of proportion. 
She must hare good feed In proper 
quantity, and must also have clean 
water in abundanoe. The milk Is 
elaborated from the food eaten and the 
water drank, and must of necessity 
partake of the character of both. No 
alchemy of the cow's system can make 
good milk out of poor food, any more 
than a cider mill can turn out sound 
cider from rotten apple*. Aside from 
(he influence of brood, the quality of 
tlie milk depends solely on tlio quality 
of the food and drink. Hearty, nitro¬ 
genous food Is required to produce 
muscle and the caieous mutter of 
which clieeso Is largely composed. 
Whllo such food to some extent may 
be convortod into fat, it is conceded 
that carbonaceous or fat and boat pro¬ 
ducing foods are never converted into 
nitrogenous matter. The latter must 
be in tho food eaten and In a soluble 
and digestihlo form before it can be 
elaborated by tlio organs of tlio cow 
into tho cassine of the milk. The food 
must be free from rank flavors and 
odors or they will appear In the milk. 
Ferments in tlio food are also carried 
into tho milk—as the flavor and odor 
of onions and tlio ferments in sour 
distillery and glucose refuso and In 
stagnant water. Taints arc also de¬ 
veloped In milk by its not being prop¬ 
erly aired and cooled, by tho com¬ 
mencement of incipient decomposition; 
they are also absorbed from tho sur¬ 
rounding atmosphere. Hence it will 
he seen that healthy cows in good con¬ 
dition, clean, sweet food and water, 
careful handling, nad cleanly sur¬ 
roundings are necessary for tlio pro. 
ductiun and delivery of good sound 
; milk.
